Fever . 

There  are  eight  Isolation  Hospitals  with  a  total  of  85 
beds,  controlled  by  the  Leicestershire  Isolation  Hospitals' 
Committee.  Patients  are  sent  to  such  hospitals  as  have  beds 
available  for  the  disease  from  which  they  are  suffering.  One 
of  the  hospitals  is  situated  at  Ibstock  in  this  District. 

Small  Pox. 

There  are  two  hospitals  provided  for  the  County  as  a 

whole. 

Ambulance  Facilities.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  official, 
but  does  not  engage  in  private  practice. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  also  Sanitary  Surveyor 
for  the  District,  devotes  the  whole  of  his  time  to  his  official 
duties  - 
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Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 


The  County  Council’s  Health  Visitors  visit  cases  in  this 
District.  There  are  District  Nurses  in  the  larger  villages. 

Midwives . 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  is  vested  in  the  County  Council, 
Chemical  Work . 

Analyses  of  foods  and  drugs  are  conducted  by  the  County 
Analyst.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  analyses  samples  of 
water.  Fifteen  samples  were  analysed  during  1925. 

Legislation  in  Force. 

Bye-lav/s  with  respect  to  New  Streets  and  Buildings  have 
Been  revised  and  brought  up-to-date.  The  new  code  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  29th  October  1925. 


III.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  greater  part  of  the  District  is 
derived  from  shallow  wells.  The  only  parishes  in  which  a 
public  supply  is  available  are  Groby,  Market  Bosworth,  Thorn¬ 
ton  and  Desford  and  even  in  these  villages  it  is  by  no  means 
taken  general  advantage  of,  indeed  at  the  last  mentioned  vil¬ 
lage,  where  an  ample  supply  of  excellent  water  has  now  been 
available  for  over  two  years,  only  about  a  dozen  houses  have 
been  connected  with  the  main.  As  shallow  wells  are  almost 
invariably  more  or  less  contaminated ,  the  closure  and  substi¬ 
tution  where  practicable  of  the  public  supply  is  a  sanitary 
measure  of  no  little  importance. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

As  the  systems  of  sewage  treatment  in  the  larger  villages 
have  in  recent  years  been  considerably  improved  and  as  there 
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are  no  trade  effluents  there  are  not  many  instances  of  definite 
pollution  of  the  "brooks.  In  the  case  of  some  of  the  smaller 
villages,  where  the  sewage  is  untreated,  it  is  small  in  quan¬ 
tity  and  undergoes  considerable  purification  in  dykes  or 
ditches  "before  reaching  watercourses,  if  indeed  it  goes  so  far. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Particulars  concerning  the  principal  parishes  are  included 
in  the  subjoined  synopsis. 

The  outstanding  improvement  which  we  have  to  record  is  the 
provision  of  a  thoroughly  comprehensive  and  efficient  sewerage 
scheme  for  Ibstock,  our  largest  and  most  populous  village.

The  Ministry  requests  that  this  Report  should  indicate 
whether  conversion  of  privies  to  pail-closets  or  water-closets 
is  proceeding  on  any  definite  policy  with  a  view  to  the  ultimate 
abolition  of  insanitary  types  of  privy  accommodation.  In  com¬ 
mon  with  all  sanitarians  with  whose  opinion  we  are  acquainted  I 
take  the  vie?/  that  all  privy-pits  are  insanitary.  They  are  an 
anachronism  and  should  be  abolished  in  all  villages  where  pub¬ 
lic  scavenging  is  'available. 
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For  many  years  I  have  advocated  that  all  villages  with 
over  forty  inhabited  houses  should  be  provided  with  public 
scavenging  of  night  soil  and  refuse,  for  I  regard  this  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  effective  abolition  of  insanitary 
pit3.  This  advice  has  long  since  been  adopted  in  some  par¬ 
ishes,  but  not  in  others.  In  so  far  as  our  records  show, 
only  52  pits  have  been  converted  during  the  past  five  years, 
notwiths tanding  the  fact  that  no  less  than  forty  per  cent  of 
the  sanitary  conveniences  in  the  district  are  of  this  anti¬ 
quated  and  objectionable  type.  This  percentage  is  exception¬ 
ally  high  and  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that  early  steps  should 
be  taken  for  their  total  abolition  if  broadcast  pollution  of 
the  subsoil,  with  its  consequent  pollution  of  wells,  is  to  be 
avoided .

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye- laws 

and  Regulations: - 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District  but  two 
Offensive  Trades  (Knackers'  Yards)  are  regis teredo  These  are 
regularly  inspected  and  the  general  conditions  found  satisfac¬ 
tory.  There  are  no  Canal  Boats  registered  in  the  District. 

Schools . 

For  many  years  I  have  made  systematic  and  detailed  re¬ 
ports  on  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  in 
the  District.  There  are  about  33  such  schools  and  year  by  year 
improvements,  chiefly  in  cleanliness,  ventilation  and  general 
sanitation,  have  accrued  in  many  of  them.  I  now  inspect  them 
only  as  required.  Speaking  generally  the  schools  in  the  Market 
Boswortli  District  are  by  no  means  belo\7  the  average  for  country 
schools  and  some  of  them  are  excellent. 


IV.  H  0  U  S  I  H  G. 

General  Housing  Conditions: - 

Speaking  generally  the  housing  conditions  are  neither  below 
nor  above  the  average  for  agricultural  Rural  Districts.  Save 
in  the  more  industrial  parishes  and  perhaps  in  a  f evr  others  the 
population  has  for  many  years  been  decreasing.  './lien  the  Census 
was  taken  there  were  many  cases  of  definite  overcrowding  in  the 
District.  Building  has  subsequently  been  practically  at  a  stand 
still  in  most  of  the  villages  and  houses  are  needed, and  in  some 
ins tanc es , badly  needed  in  all  the  larger  industrial  villages. 

Your  Council,  however ,  recognises  this  fact  and  is  taking  tne 
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necessary  steps  to  remedy  the  deficit. 

What  is  needed  in  this,  as  in  most  similar  Rural  Districts, 
is  "re-conditioning" ,  and  herein  lies  the  finest  field  for  State 
assistance  and  for  County  or  District  assistance  in  connection 
with  rural  housing.  What  we  have  to  hear  in  mind  is  that 
in  most  of  the  non-industrial  parishes  the  actual  number  of 
houses  is  ample  or  nearly  ample,,  so  that  we  need  not  add  to  their 
number  in  any  parish  in  which  for  the  same  or  a  smaller  outlay 
the  existing  houses  can  be  brought  up  to  modern  standards  of 
comfort  and  habitability.  A  subsidy  is  needed,  and  badly  need¬ 
ed,  for  the  sanitary  and  internal  modernization  of  many  of  your 
rural  houses  without  impairing  the  picturesque. 

A  most  pressing  need,  apart  from  re-conditioning,  is  for 
small  houses  or  cottages.  Those  of  a  non-parlour  type  and  three 
or  even  two  bedrooms.  Two-bedroom  non-parlour  houses  would  sup¬ 
ply  a  real  need  at  a  price  far  below  the  average  spent  on  Coun¬ 
cil  Houses. 

As  for  building,  my  advice  is  that  private  enterprise  should 
be  encouraged  to  the  uttermost  by  offering  a  maximum  subsidy.

V.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD. 

Milk:  - 

With  over  two  hundred  wholesale  producers  sending  to  London, 


Leicester  and  elsewhere  the  milk  of  some  4-700  cows  it  will  be 


realized  that  systematic  Veterinary  inspection  of  herds  is  most 
important.  This  is  now  done  and  I  would  in  addition  urge  you 
to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  bjr  the  County  Council 
for  the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  samples  with  a  view 


to  enhancing  and  controlling  cleanliness  in  every  stage  of  pro¬ 
duction  and  distribution.  The  cost  of  these  examinations  is 
very  small  -  2/6  per  sample  -  and  the  resultant  improvements  al¬ 
ready  recorded  within  the  County  are  most  encouraging  to  all 


concerned.

Meat : -  There  are  25  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  the  same 
as  at  the  beginning  of  1925.  In  1920  there  were  23.  The  slaugh¬ 
ter  houses  are  on  the  whole  kept  in  a  cleanly  and  satisfactory 
condition,  &  in  addition  to  periodical  special  inspections  of  prem¬ 
ises  100  visits  were  made  at  time  of  slaughter.  There  is  no  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  carrying  out  the  order  with  regard  to  these  inspections. 

Two  parcels  of  diseased  meat  were  surrendered  during  the  year, 
and  120  lbs.  were  condemned  by  reason  of  being  tuberculous. 

Other  Poods:-  There  are  19  Bakehouses  on  the  Register.  They  are 
maintained  in  a  cleanly  and  satisfactory  condition.

For  the  five  years  under  review  the  Attack  Rate  (i.e.  the 
average  annual  number  of  cases  per  thousand,  of  the  population) 
from  Diphtheria  is  1.78  and  the  Attack  Rate  from  Scarlet  Fever 
is  I.19.  The  corresponding  rates  for  England  &  Wales  are  1.29 
and  2,65.  The  death-rate  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  is  C.67 
per  1000,  a  figure  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  aver¬ 
age  for  the  country  as  a  whole.
